WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 W - 
President Kennedy spent 3 !i hours 
today with top military and diplo- 
matic advisers reportedly consid- 
ering ways to bolster UJ5. might 
in preparation for negotiations 
with the Soviet Union. 

The buildup process is expected 
lo take months but does not rule 
out a completely Informal meeting 
between Kennedy and Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev' In .the spring. 
Kennedy Is understood to be will- 
ing to have such a gct-acqualnted 
session. 

Should '^lana lor an Intormal 
talk develop -— there are none 
yet — Kennedy would meet first 
with one or more allied leaders, 
diplomats said. 

The possibility ol a session be- 
tween the new President and Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
mlllan, who Is meeting with 
French President .Charles de 
Gaulle this week-end. Is already 
being discussed with London.

U.^ Plans 2 
RocketShots 
During Week 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.. Jan, 
28 m — This test center buzzed 
with activity -today as tho United 
States prepared a spectacular rock 
et double-header for next week 
— the launching ot a chimpanzee 
to the fringes of space and the 
first firing of a new Interconti- 
nental-range missile designed to 
give this nation -pushbutton war 
capability. 

Six young chimpanzees went 
through final training stages and 
frolicked In thtlr cages as the 
time neared for them to ride a 
rocket 115 miles Into space. The 
launching Is set for Tuesday 
morning. 

A few hund red vardiuiway. .an- 
other group of mlasllemen groom' 
ed the first Mlnuteman rocket for 
a crucial launching which 
could come as early as Monday. 

The olr force will be shooting 
the works on the Initial firing ot 
this "second generation" ICBM 
which will prowl the countryside 
on special railroad cars or sit 
cocked in an undergroimd hole, 
ready for launclilng on a few sec- 
onds notice If war should come. 
■ All three stages of Mlnuteman, 
Its guidance system and nose cone 
will be tested over a 4,000-mlle 
course. Never before have so mdny 
components of a new U.S. military

President Kennedy's "live" press conference went 
very smoothly. Both the chief executive and the 
reporters can take bo\vs— the 'former for the three 
headline-making Items with which ho opened the 
proceedings, the latter for the kind of ouostions 
aaSed. " 

This type of press conference, open to bnraedlate 
broadcast by radio and television, is not exactly an 
Iftnovatlon since president Elsenhower tried some- 
thing staillar during the Republican National Con- 
vention In San Francisco hi 1956. That, however, 
was a one-tbne affair while Mr. Kennedy expects to 
make "live" conferences a regular thing. 

The President told reporters ho didn't think this 
entailed more risk than a press conference' that Is 
on the record. A mistake Is a mistake in either cose 
So a President has always to be ale rt. 
~Mr. Kennedy didn't make any soflouF slips 
■Wednesday and, Judging from the -way he handled 
himself, slips should be Infrequent In the future. 

Whether a broadcast conference represents an 
Improvement Is open to debate. The public gets to 
see what Is going on, but there is no guarantee that 
the performance will be either lively or dramatic. 
Sometimes the questions will make the news, some- 
times they won't. The biggest news from President 
Kennedy's conference, for example, came when he 
announced the release of the RB« fllers-eomethhig 
he could have done Just as readily from his ofllce. 

In the end. It Is both what the President says and 
how It Is reported that counts. For It' Is the journal- 
ist's f imction to take a set of more or less disconnect- 
ed questions »nd answers and reveal their true sig- 
nificance by putting them in proper relallonslup 
witli events.— Salt Lake Tribune.

The next place Adams built was 
Juit outllda the family room, to 
the rear of the bou4e, and cOn- 
neoted to the house. He first 
planned It for an Indoor sunken 
garden. From there he has ex- 
tended 10, now, one walks past 
hundreds of ezotlo plants, 

Adama lells flowers only to 
wholesale accounts— approximate- 
ly 39 florists In south central Idt- 
ho^butliohasshlpped'hls orchids 
u far as Kooheater, Uinn. 

The out oicUds«re ahlpped with 
tiiehr atems In small glass vials 
with rubber caps. Ihe vlala are 
taped to the box, and the bios 



loina are pillowed on and covered 
with "florist's f uia." the white fine 
atrandi of piper that fragile glass 
iometlmea la packed hi. The flow- 
era are ahlpped by parcel post or 
stage.

It Is the sturdiest of orchids. 

Adanis told of a florist who had 
one In hla florist refrigerator from 
Juno until lost September when 
he made a, corsage with it and sold 
It. The Cattleya orclild will laiit 
about .two _ weeks In the florist 
refrigerator. 

Adams also said n woman from 
TWIN PALLS who wore a sproy of 
cymbidlum orchids on the plane 
to a convention In Chicago for 
three days, and when she returned 
home the flowers still were in good 
shape, Adams recommendfi keeping 
an orchid corsage In the crisper of 
the refrigerator when not wear- 
ing it. 

The temperature of the green- 
houses ranges from 4S degrees to 
65 degrees, though some of the 
flowers would be happier at SO de- 
grees. Luckily Adanis says the cym- 
bidlum orchid grows at 10 to 12 
thousand feet altitude, where the 
weather sometimes Is close to 
freeiing. 

.Besides, .the pots, of orchids 



Adams says, -ine Irult develops 
when the plant Is seven or eight 
years old, whldh Is typical for most 
tropical plants, Adanis said. ■ 

Because Christmas Is one of .the 
three busy seasons for Adams, 
there are not many orchids bloom- 
ing now. The other two busy times 
are Easter and Mother'a day, A few 
cattleya orchids, the large purple 
or lavender flowers usually seen 
irr-v OTtvg e 8,-are-beglnnlng-to 
bloom. • 

-This orchid growaJn pots filled 
with fir bark. They must have air 
around their roots, and the roots 
grow out of the pots and some- 
times down and around tlie bot- 
tom. These orchids normally grow 
Just under the top canopy of the 
trees In the Jungles, somethnes 200 
feet, hi, the air. Orchid huntera 
eeldom go after orchids them- 
oeljres,— butrliae-natlvea-to-colioot 
them because ot the height and 
the dinger of the slippery moss on 
the trees.- ■ . 

The cyprlpedlum orchid grows in 
moss. This is. the lady slipper or- 
.chldjnd.ibL» green jnejwlth^rcd-

Adams raises for commercial pur- 
poses, he has many different va. 
rietles. He has more different 
plants than anyone else hi the 
northwest with the entire range 
of tropical plants, he says. One of 
the orchids he has raised has a 
flower the size of. the head of a 
phi, a stem like a thread and the 
entire plant is the size of a, man's 
small fhigernall, 

Some of the orchids must go 
without water ail winter until 
their stalks are bare of leaves, 
then, when they are watered, the 
fl owers sprout from the dry canes. 



Be-slaohas-orchlda-hanglng-whloh- 
fiower through their roots. 

Adams gets his orchids from 
Dose Pueblos Orchid company. 
Just outside Santa Barbara, Calif. 
They all are hybrids. The man who 
sells them, spent more than one 
and one-half million dollars pur- 
chnsUig the parent pl ants. 

All of the plants are grown in a 
manner similar to their natural 
habltat-Tis~possibler~The~oi'chlds 
ore iertlllzed only during their 
active growhig leuson. Otherwise 
they wouldn't develop flowers. 
This is because in the tropics they 
receive natural fertilization from 
the droppings of birds or the rot- 
tings of trees only during the 
rainy season, Adams explains. 
During this time the rain washes 
the fertilizer down to the orchids. 
The oix^ids ore-al^o gi-own In a 
greenhouse-wlth-a-fUtered-ilght-to 
shhulate the canopy of trees. 

One of the unusual plants 
Adams grows Is a papaya tree, that 
he hand pollinated froni another 
papaya plant to set the melons. In 
the bock corner of one greeuliouso 
is a baiiaho tree with small 



bananas growhig on it about sbc 
inches long. A lemon tree has 
small nuggets ot lemons forming. 
He has several citrus planta, which 
he said can be grown by piucx- 
ing the seed from a fruit In one's 
cfrlgcni tu r un d~pl iu i thi g- It. Jn 
three or ' four years it will blos- 
som. 

Adams grows poln.scttlt.s for 
about three weeks before he pells 
them. The planLs arc, broucht lii 
from Qailfornla.. However- he has 
a natural polnscttia tree hi the 
farthest greenhouse. When 
grown naturally, the poiasettia 
blooms In January and February, 
and Is not a plant, but a tree. 
Growers clip branches from the 
tree to net the start. roQt It. cover 
it with black cloth to simulate 
darkness and force It to bloom Ihls 
way. 

He also sells azaleas, dalfodlls. 
wedgewood and while IrLs. ond all 
■types o f smaH-eaetu-i-and-houte 
plants. 

Adams is in the 27th year of 
putting a child through college. 
Tile couple has four children. Dr. 
Ralph Adanis, who works for the 
American Medical as.soclation at 
Chicago, III.; Dr. Jack Adams, a 
dentist at Corvallls, Ore.. Mrs. De- 
Witt (Caroline) Moss, whoso hus- 
band is an engineer at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn,, and Robert Adams, a min- 
ister, who now is in his seventh 
year of coUegQ. 
' Adams hauls the plants he buys 
In a converted Greyhound bus. It 
will carry 3,000' pots of plants or 
2,000 one-gallon' contolners of 
evergreen for nursery slock. The 
bus has accomodations for sleep' 
Ing and'holda 110 gallons of gas 
ollne. 

He and his wife have taken II 
both to California ancl to Port 
land. Mrs. Adams also drives the 
bus. A smaller bus that he used 
to use stands In the side yard, 
Adorns Is converting It Into 
camper that will sleep eight per- 
sons. They plan to make a trip In 
It with their sons next summer to 
northern Canada. 

In 1956. Mr. and Mrs. Adams 
visited their son. Ralph, in the 
Panama canal zone where he was 
hiternlng. For two weeks they 
toured tile canal zone, going bock 
into the Jungle where no one had 
hunted plants before. 

It was from here they brought 
the' orchid that Is no bigger than 
a pin head, and seeds to tlie pa 
paya trees, which had been treated 
with ashes In the native fashion 
to assure growth. They also 
brought seeds from tropical citrus 
fruits, and numerous cutthig.i. Be

Older horses should be watched 
a bit closer on feeds than younger 
horses, Royer advises, the same 
as they are watched lor growing 
hooves, 

Older horses have poorer teeth 
and like aged sheep, they can't 
be expected to rustle well for 
themselves. They also are more 
susceptible to digestive upsets, 

A- little grain and some min- 
eral supplements for the older 
horses won't hurt, and will add to 
Its life," Koyer- declares. 

If the horse, young or old, Is 
ridden often during the -wlntcr.-a 
bit more feed can be put out so 
that It will maintain Its weight, 

For pregnant' mares, mold In 
hay can be harmful. It even can 
be the cause of the mare losing 
her foal. 

'Feed for the mare should be 
watched rea l close Iqlh gpodihree. 
months before foaling time," Roy- 
er adds. 

If the horse Is ridden during the 
whiter, either mare, gelding or 
stud, Royer advises that It be 
walked and cooled off aft^er a ride.

For Richfield Dairy men 



RICHnELD. Jan, 28— A device 
for adding disinfectant to the 
wash water in the dairy bam re- 
cently remodelled by Jnmes Pow- 
ell, dairyman. Is certain" to be im- 
itated In other bams. 

The device, commercially han- 
dled by John Williams, Twin Falls, 
allows the disbifectant to be mixed 
with the water In tlie pipes so 
Powell can wash the udders of his 
cows taster than by using the 
bucltel and rag system that Is 
traditional. 

Powell said the device la fitted 
to the pipes after the point where 
hot and cold water mingle, and 
that 11 worlcs on a Jet principle. 
The disinfectant Is added to a Jar 
that is screwed Into a lid that has 
different size holes for adjusting; 
the strength of the mixtures and 
the pressure of the sprays. 

Powell said the old way ol wash- 
ing a cow's udder now seems slow. 
- He remodelled his old bim for 
$3,500 and converted It to a Her- 
ringbone milk parlor. He mllka four 
cows on each side, and the new 
system of washing them worlii out 
conveniently with the hoses he has 
by each "stall." 

Remodehng the bam necessita- 
ted digging a pit five feet wide and 
two and one-half feet deep through 
the center for an alley. Pour 
Inches of new concrete was pour- 
ed over the old floor and sloped to 
get the correct drainage, and a 
clnderbloclc partition was con- 
structel between the minting jogm 



and 11 now heats the pit and the 
entire barn. 

Otiicr innovations were made. 
Powell said he tospected many 
barns in Idaho and Utah and 
found them constructed at costs 
he couldn't afford. Tlie cheapest

But DeVolder says the library needs 
a projector for the eight-millimeter 
film and later he would like to 
buy atrip Xllm and 35-miIllnietcr 
projectors for educalioual pro- 
gramming. 

DeVolder explains the' film IL- 
brary will have to be designed and 
operated so that It is self-.support- 
tng and won't bo a burden on tax- 
payers.

But spokesmen for the -IdnJio 
deparlmeiu of llsh and game arc 
concemtd more about the Imme- 
diate lulute when discussing Mer- 
rlam's wild turkeys, particularly 
the tour moture toms and 13 hens 
nleased » couple of weeks ago 
near Wlilteblrd. One of the biggest 
ol six strains of American turkeys, 
Uie Mtrtlom's originally ranged 
throush the ponderosa-plne tor- 
esli ol the Rocky mountains from 
the Mexican border to Pike's peak, 
Colorado. 

Spanish conqulstadores obtained 
Irora tils breed the sloclt trom 
which domestic turkeys were de- 
veloped In Europe, and these wen 
broujlil back to America by the 
mly colonists. The very nature o( 
the Mmlam's homeland fnsliloned 
B tesoiircelul iiiitl rugged bird. 
Storaii are sudden and Intense. 
Winter food Is abundant only 
every threo to five years.

Into a striking purple: the pale 
front of the head varies to azure 
blue, while the extreme top of the 
heaci fades to a pale blue with the 
slightest infusion of salmon pink. 

"As If 10 accentuate the vivid- 
ness of tho head embellishments, 
the folds of the neck may assume 
a whitish cost and a velvet-like 
texture. Tire color succession pat. 
tern la not always the same; for 
example, a diminution of the urge 
to display may causa the bare skin 
of the head and neck to assume an 
entirely uniform, cream white col 
or. Further, blending and fading 
In the color patterns may occur 
rapidly. When tlie bird reverts to 
total relaxation, the dominant pale 
red of the bare parts Is normally 
restored quickly. 

"The pencil-like appendage 
(caruncle) from the upper port of 
the forehead, short in relaxation, 
extends three Inches or more In 
length when the bird assumes 'full 
dress' hanging over the side of his 
head. 

Tho beard , dangling from the 
middle of the breast consists of 
halr-like structure which. In an 
adult, reaches a length of 10 to 12 
Inches. Tho back, neck and breast 
feathers are black with vivid cop- 
per or burnished bronze sheen in 
different slants of sunrays, which 
the gobbler seems to utilize to em- 
phasize his gorgeous adornments." 

The date of the nesting season is 
controlled largely ^y weather con 
dltions. A severe storm or freezing 
period will set it back as much as 
two or three weeks. Tho age of the 
hen also has some bearing on the 
date of the first mating. Older 
hens come In cycle early, younger 
hens at a later date. Usually the 
matiue hens have started setthig 
by the tbne the younger hens get 
active at the strut grounds. 

Records trom Colorado Indicate 
that Ihcubatlbh may start as early 
as April I, since two week old 
poults have been' seen in mid-May. 
There always are late arriving 
broods, resulting apparently from 
late nesting hens which do not 
mate tintll liiter In the strutting 
period. Biologists say that some 
hens will remate if the first nest 
is -lost, before the gobblers have 
ceased the mating activity. This Is 
true especially if the hen Is In the 



process of lavlnR or In the early 
stage-s of incubation. 

Tho laruesi lom in the shipment 
to Tdilho welclied about 22 pounds, 
and one now in Denver ns a mu- 
seum piece i.s f(|iially large. While 
recent hunter reports may he ex- 
aggerated and have no authentic 
weight records to back them, some 
big bircl.s arc .said to .scale all the 
way from 30 to 45 pouncLs. 

Tile Colorado - department re- 
ports that a slx-ycar .study shows 
85 per cent of the tood.s coiLsunied 
by turkeys was plant matter, in- 
cluding seeds, leaves, stems and 
the like. Of Uits amount 53 per 
cent was from grasses. 

Tlieso were divided Into 24 main 
groups, bent grass, oats, slough- 
grass, bromegrnss, barley, timothy, 
blue grass, dropseed gi'ass, needle- 
grass, cheat grass (hairy brome) 
gama grass, wheatgra.'w, lovegrass, 
sandreed. silver bluestem. foxtail 
grass and Indian rice grass. The 
u.se of grasses .showed the taking 
of .teed.s. stems, splkelet and large 
quantities of leaves. 

Most, the fruit of certain forest 
trees, is excellent turkey food 
when they can get it. and Colorado 
biologists say tlie pine meat Is in 
tho samo category with oak. Gen- 
erally good cone crop.s ai'e pretty 
widely spafced. Often the hens and 
gobblers rake the needles Into 
great windrows seeking the tasty 
nuts. The seeds drop out contlnu- 
oiLsly as alternating frost and sun- 
shine cause the cones to expand 
and contract, thus dropphig nuts 
throughout the winter. 

Other turkey foods on winter 
range include the fruits of the rose 
and hawthorn. As many as 50 rose 
trulls have been takenitrom a sin- 
gle crop, and the lowly tliornapple 
Is soug'ht out of the thickets dur- 
ing rough weather. The dried fruit 
usually hongs on the shrubs until 
pushed off by new spring growth. 
The liard seeds have the same ac- 
tion (is feravel, helping to grind the 
pulp when snow cover makes grav 
er hard to find. 

Although a huntable crop of tur^ 
keys cannot be seen with certain- 
ty to Idaho's future, game biolo- 
gists say that with protection from 
poachers and perhaps some help 
with habitat problems of food and 
cover, the wild turkey can be 
established .to strut and gobble In 
Bome.-ot.the state's timbered areas 
similar to their native Colorado 
ranges.

Yellowstone Boating Regulations Are 
"Dangerous Precedent," Two Men Say 



On Dec. 20 the interior depart- 
ment announced new regulations 
regarding boating on Yellowstone 
lake and Shoahono lake in Vsi- 
lowstono nation park. Many 
boaters, who opposed tho decision, 
felt it was made In an arbitrary 
manner and acts a dangerous 
precedent that could lead to 
closure of other boating waters 
throughout the nation. 

This Is the opinion of Lud Drex- 
ler, Twin rails, secretary of the 
Southern Idaho Pish and Qamc 
association, and his son, 'Robert 
Drexlor, Idaho Palls, who Is active 
In boating activities in eastern 
Idaho and the Yellowstone park 
area. 

In an interview with the Tlmes- 
Newa, tho two men explained what 
they believe to bo the attitudes of 
the majority of boaters in this 
area. 

Sctx Precedent 
They point out that It Redfl.sh 
lake is Incorporated In a national 
park, the precedent set at Yellow- 
stone could have an effect on 
many local boaters, and they add 
the ruling concerning Yellowstone 
lake actually affects more area 
boaters tlian many persons real- 
ize. 

In brief, what the new ruling 
has done Is close the greater part 
of the th;ee southern arms of the 
lake to power booting. Only hand 
propelled boats and canoes will 
be allowed In the walei-s. Also, 
Shoalione lake, west of Yellow- 
stone lake, has been closed lo 

motor tioat traffic, 

closed Arc"' Uated 

The three ai'ma are the; Plat 
mountain arm, south arm, and 
southeast arm. Boaters pi'otest 
this closure because the areas 
cdnstltutc the majority of the 
safe boating water in the often 
turbulent-lake; 

Robert Drexler points out that 
prevailing winds in the area 
from tho southwest. The winds 
strike the lake and can move 
across a long portion of the lake 
without interruption. The open 
waters of tlie lake are often rough 
and prohibit small boating 

The park has a ruling that boalf 
under 18 feet must stay within 
o'nc-fourth of a mile of tho shore 
line. Robcrt-ijrexier estimates that 
a bout BO per cent of the boats 



He adds. "Shoshone lake Is a 
logical lake to close to motor 
boating, but the big lake has all 
the traffic and should remain a.s 
a lake wJicr.e.tlie family can bout 
without undue restriction." 

The park service has put up 
markers in the arms and the 
power boats can't pass oevond 
those points. The great part of 
each arm is restricted to travel by 
canoe and rowboat only. 

Both men stress" that to com- 
pletely explore the arms would 
entail a 20-mlle paddle trip. And 
they add tjint there are few men 
who are capable of rowing such 
a distance, and that even If they 
did there is always the danger of 
being stranded in the backwater 
areas by a storm. This danger 
eliminates family travel. 

The park service's plan, Lud 
Drexler says, is to set up a con- 
cession, probably at Plover point, 
between Plat mountain, arm and 
soudi arm, and rent boats to 
those with power boats who wish 
to continue Into the restricted 
water. Both men condemn this aj
